For U.S. Fiscal Year — 
Reaches Huge Total 


Washington, Oct. 7—(AP)—The 
United States treasury expects the 
current fiscal year to produce a 
peacetime spending record of $13,- 
000,000,000, and a deficit of about 
$5,760,000,000. ‘The fiscal year ends 
June 30. : 

The anticipated total expenditure 
would be the second highest in 
United States history, ylelding only 
to the first Great War fiscal year 
1939 when the outlay reached $18,-|. 
522,895,000. 

Officials contrasted the new out- 
look with the $8,424,191,570 spend- 
ing budget President Roosevelt 
submitted in January, before the 
huge defence program materialized. 

President Roosevelt's requests for 
defence money last January total- 
led only $3,539,445,160. Now current 
estimates on actual expenditures

Between Civilian Internees and 
Prisoners of War in Canada 





Ottawa, Oct. § —(CP)— A defin- 
ite distinction is made between 
Civilian internees and prisoners of 
war now housed in Canadian 
internment camps, internment 
officials said Tuesday. 

They said the only cases where 
the di tion. been relaxed 
was “where it was to the advant- 
age of the civilinns.” 

The officials were commenting 
on a dispatch from London report- 
ing that Glenvil Hall, , sald 
in the House of sterday 
that no distinction was made, and 
that Home Secretary Herbert 
Morrison replied he would see if he 
could draw attention to the matter 
by conversations and “see if it can 
be put right.” 

One internment official here 
sald the prisoners of war and 
civilian internees receive “abso- 
lutely separate and distinct atten- 

For instance they were kept 
in different camps, 
Distinction Between Types 

In addition to separate camps 
for war, prisoners and civilians, a 
distinction was even made between 
types of civilians, The “Nazi-type” 
of internee was kept in separate 
camps from the “refugee” type. 

“Naturally, all have to be subject 
to disciplinary regulations,” he said.

Not Entitled to Clothing 

Civilians were not entitled to 
free clothing, but that was being 
provided. Civilians were supposed 
to pay thelr own postage if writing 
home, but “many of them’ hadn't 
the money" so they were allowed 
the same privilege of free postage 
as that accorded to prisoners of 
war. 

“That might be another. reason 
for the question in the House of 
Commons,” the internment official 
said . “These letters fram civilians 
were marked with the same stamp 
used for letters mailed by prison- 
ers of war. 

“Some of the civillans have ob- 
jected to thet, and they will 
probably be given the right to mall 
letters in plain envelopes, providing 
they pay their own postage 
charges.” 

He said civillan prisoners had 
also been extended the same ex- 
emption from customs duties on 
parcels they recelve as that given 
to war prisoners, They wére given 
opportunities for study and other 
privileges. 

“These civilian internees are 
looked upon as enemy aliens who 
must be kept in custody,” he added, 


“but they are being given every 
consideration consistent with 
safety.” i 
The official said that the 


original intention was to send to 
Canada from the United Kingdom 
only prisoners of war and danger- 
ous aliens. However, some “refugee- 
type” internees had also been sent.

Two Alr Rald Alarms 


Berlin, Oct. 15 — (CP) — Long 
range Royal Air Force bombers 
winging through moonlit skies gave 
Berlin two air raid alarms during 
the night and loosed a rain of ex-! 
Plosives on the city. 

Several planes braved heavy antl- 
aircraft fire to swoop so low the

The War Today

British authorities today turned 

back part of the curtain surround- 

jing the'persistent rumors that Ger- 
many has lost thousands of men in 
an invasion attempt that failed by 
disclosing ‘that.on Sept. 16 the 
Royal Air Force forced the Nazis 
to abandon invasion ships “by the 
ferocity of thelr attacks.” 

It apparently was no coincidence 
that this vital action came with- 
in a few hours of the most severe 
German aerial thrust of the entire 
battle of Britain. All day Sept. 15 
waves of hundreds of German 
bombers flew over Britain. The 
enemy lost 185 planes, the greatest 
total ever shot down in one day. 

Today's disclosure said: “After 
German troops were loaded onto 
Their ships preparatory to braving 
the Channel crossing, R.A.P. 
bombers sped over and made their 
departure impossble by the fero- 
city of thelr attacks.” ~ 

The R.A.F. bombers must have 
gone in considerable force. as the 
communique of that day reported 
war supplies, barges and shipping 
were pounded all along the inva- 
sion coast—Hamburg, Wilhelms- 
haven, Antwerp, Flushing, Ostend, 
Dunkerque, Calais, Boulogne and 
Le Havre. 

Persistent rumors say that Bri- 
tain could announce an even 
greater success if she cared to. 
These, coming from travellers from 
Europe, have stated that  troop- 
containing perhaps a total 
of 70,000 to 100,000 German soldiers 

have been sunk either out in the

ARDS CALLING 
ALL DOROTHIES 


Canadians of the Name 
Asked to Contribute to 
Spitfire Fund 


Montreal (CP)—What's in & 
name? Well, if it happens to be 
Dorothy there is a- chance to con- 
tribute to the Canadian Dorothy 
$25,000 Spitfire Fund to buy a 
fighting airplane to help in the 
defence of Britain. 

The idea started with Dorothy 
Christie of Montreal, author, for- 
mer newspaperwoman and muni- 
tion worker in the First Great War. 
But it needed money to get it go- 
ing. She saw her evening cloak in 
the cupboard. “What use is an 
evening coat during the war?” she 
asked. So she sold it for $25 to pay 
printing and postage. Another Dor- 
othy gave $25 for printing and post- 
age—if necessary, The founders 
hope it won't be necessary. They 
want the money to stay in the 


Pund.
